E Managing windows 


To close all windows on the desktop 


To move an inactive window without 
making it active 


To activate a window hidden 
behind other windows 


To align all icons left to right, top to 
bottom in the active window 


To have all windows closed upon 
returning to the Finder from 
an application” 


To open nested folders without 
cluttering the desktop”

To discard an application or a locked 
document without having to respond to a 
warning message 


Discarding without a warning message 


From the Edit menu 


To undo the most recent edit/change 3 Z 
To cut an item to the Clipboard do X 
To copy an item to the Clipboard de C 
To paste an item from the Clipboard a6 V 
To select all items in the active window 3 A 


Press Option while you choose Close from the File 
menu or click the active window’s close box. 


Press # while you drag the window by its title bar. 


Find the dimmed icon related to-that window (a disk 
or folder icon), then double-click the dimmed icon. 


Press Option while you choose Clean Up from 
the Special menu. 


Press Option while you choose Quit from the 
File menu. 


Press Option while you look for and open the 
selected icon of the document or application you 
need. When you return to the Finder, all the folders 
you opened will be closed. 


Press Option while you drag the icon of the 
application or locked document to the Trash.

To start with MultiFinder turned off temporarily Press the 36 key and hold it down while you start
